WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—That 
the Kellogg pact is designed to per- 
petuate the relations entered into by 
the powers in the Treaty of Locarno, 
and designed as a bloc against the 
Soviet Union, was confirmed here to- 
day when the text of the note of 
invitation sent to 48 nations to ad- 
here to the pact was made public 
here today. The negotiations pre- 
ceding the signing of the treaty as- 
sured the maintenance of the bloc 
against the Soviet Union. 

The conditions laid down for the 
adherence of the Soviet Union to the 
pact are’ such which would not allow 
of any change in the original nature 
of the treaty. They reveal that the 
powers were determined not to coun- 
tenance the demand of the Soviet 
Government that it be allowed to 
participate in the negotiations.
